W ashington, Aug. 18.— A story ol 
bribery, petty and large, of confer- 
ences with lobbyists and of campaign 
funds raised by maaufacturers, involv- 
ing RepresentatiTe James T. McDer- 
mott nf Chicago, was told by I. H. 
McMichael, former chief page of the 
h' Uae. before the house Ic^by inrestl- 
ga',:ng committee Friday. 

McMichael said that Chicago mem- 
bers of the National Association of 
Manufacturers raised $1,250 as a cam- 
paign fund for McDermott. told ol 
uumeroiis transactions between Mar- 
tin M. Mulhall and the stockyards con- 
gressman. He swore tlimt McDermott 
UAA him that he received |7,500 for 
his efforts to have the loan shark J>U1 
in the District of Columbia amendsd 
K> that it would not injure pawn- 
brokers, and told of numerous confer- 
ences between the congressman and 
*hft lobbyist. 

At one of these conferences, at 
which he was present, M^iUchael eaid 

that McDermott told Mulhall he would 
need |6,000 for his campaign ex- 
penses, and that Mulhall said he 
would try to get It for him. Shortly 
after that, he said. Mulhall brought 
to McDermott's office a list of the 
Chicago members of the National As- 
sociation of Manufacturers and Mc- 
Dermott marked who were In his dis- 
trict McMichael. in the capacity of 
McDermott's ocnfldential secretary, 
fhf>n returned the list to Mulhall and 
later gave Mulhall |75 to go to Chi- 
cago at the request of McDermott, 
who said he "was brolce." 

This was during the 1912 campaign. 
After he had been elected McDermott 
told McMichael that Mulhall had not 
raised a cent (or him and had left 
him a $300 hotel bill %» pay. 

Subsequently, however, Mulhall 
showed McMichael a list of Chicago 
manufacturers and* the amount they 
had contributed to McDermott's cam- 
paign fund, aggregating $750. The 
only name on this list that McMichael 
could remember was that of the Link 
Belt company. Another check given 
by Harold McCormicli of Chicago was 
collected both in the original and on 
a duplicate.- 

McMichael then told of a grip taken 
by him and McDermott to New York, 
where they met George D. Hornung, a 
Washington pawnbroker, and John 
McDermott, a New York brewer. He 
Bald that McDermott registered in 
New York as "McDougal" and In- 
formed Mclfilehael that he did not 
want any one to know he was there,. 

The four mentioned held a confer- 
ence about the loan thark bill In John 
McDermott's office and Representative 
McDermott agreed with Hornung that 
the pawnbrokers should not be put 
under the same restrictions as the so- 
called "ten per centers," the witness 
said. Later MeMichael learned that 
$10,000 had ba«L raised by Washing- 
ton pawnbreifcers to bave the bill so 
amended and named Horllung and 
Helnheimer, Bernstein and Tribby as 
contributors to this ^uad. 

In concluding his testimony Mc- 
Michael said McDermott had come to 
him since the pabllcatkm <rf the Mul- 
hall correspondence. indil^BS letters 
ascribed to McDermott He said: 

'*I met McDermott in the hall of 
this office building and he said, 'My 
Qod, I'm a ruined man. What am 1 
going to do? Do you suppose any- 
body will believe this old guy?' 

"I said to him, I've worked hard 
for yotr six years, harder than I ever 
worked for any man. I tried to ele- 
vate you and help you to a big posi- 
tion.' 

"I told him I had done all I could 
for him. He said: 

"You've got nothing to lose; you 
don't live with your wife. I'm a con- 
gressman and I've got a wife and chil- 
dren. 

'"Say you wrote these letters un- 
beknownst to me, ai^d that I didn't 
know anything about IL' "

PRESfOENT WILSON'S MESSAGE 
IS FINALLY DELIVERED. 



Mexico's Provisional Head May 3e 
Candidate for the Presidency of 
the Republic. 



Mexico City, Aug. 18.— Pts^ident 
WUaott'a message to PresldMit kuerta 

is now in the possession of the gov- 
ernment, which may be expected to re- 
ject It or to retiun some answer short- 
ly. Foreign Minister Oamboa in . the 
two conferences with John Ldnd, Presi- 
dent Wllsim's special representative 
in Mexico, came to the conclusion with 
the consent of President Huerta, that 
the simplest way to an end was to ac- 
cept the document for President Huer- 
ta and his cabinet and study it. 

It would appear now that as the 
message has. been In the possession 
of the goTOmment since Thursday 
night, and no action concerning it has 
yet t>een announced, there Is a good 
chance tor its acceptuace. 

President Huerta' gave Friday night 
what was consldm^ to be an in- 
timation that he would be a can- 
didate for election to the presidency 
in the autumn. When asked as to 
his intentioBS, he said it was unde- 
sirable for tilm to make at this time 
a statement as to the possibility of 
his candidacy, but that he might an- 
nounce his intention in a fortnight. 

Washington. Aug. 18.— The Huerta 
govemmtfot, through conferences be- 
tween John Lind, President Wilson's 
personal representative, and Foreign 
Minister Gamboa, now knows the 
viewpoint of the United States and its 
desire for only a peaceful and frimidly 
solution of Mexico's troubles. The 
fwmai communication will be trans- 
mitted to r^resehtatlTes of for^^ 
powers- here Monday. , - 

It Is expected In diplomatic cfireles 
that President Huerta will formally 

announce a call for^n early election, 
even setting the date. It is regarded 
as possible that the constitutionalists 
would participate in an election con- 
ducted by. a nonpartisan commission 
of Meideah8.« plan now under discus- 
sion here as an- alternative,^ that might 
be used.

Albany, N. Y., Aug. 18.— William H. 
Sulzer's plan to Invoke the arbitrament 
of the courts on the question whether 
he or Martin H. Qlynn ia now the law- 
ful governor of New York was check- 
mated on Friday by the Ue^teant gov- 
ernor. 

Replying to a formal proposal by the 

impeached executive to submit the is- 
sue to adjudication on an agreed state- 
ment, of facts, Mr. Olynn declared it 
was beyond his power to "barter away 
any of the functions attaching to the 
offico In which I am placed hy your im- 
peachment." 

"Any attempt on my part to do so," 
he said, "or to stipulate a method by 
which it might be done, would proper- 
ly place ihe in the poslticm you now oc- 
cupy — that of being Impeached for 
malfeasance in office." ' 

Mr. Glynn declared further that he 
prop<3sed to perform every function of 
the office of governor "except in so far 
as I am restrained by your Illegal ac- 
tion or by physical force." 

The announcement of the lieutenant 
governor's policy came late at night 
and followed negotiations between the 
respDCtive counsel of the two men in 
the afternoon, which it was then sup- 
posed had resulted In a virtual agree- 
ment to take the ease to tiie court of 
appeals. 

The letter was delivered to Mr. Sul- 
ser at the executive maaslMu 

Subsequently a horde of irate Mur- 
phy followers suggested, through their 
spokesman, that Mr. Glynn turn out a 
regiment of the National Guard, which 
is ready to obey his commands, and 
forcibly wrest the scepter ot goveni- 
ment from Mr. Suhrar. 
Again Mr. Olynp shook his head. 
It Is the purpose of Mr. Sulzer's 
counsel, who contend that indictments 
for h£|^ treason against Tammany Boss 
Murphy and his lieutenants will be 
asked for, to maintain before the court 
of impeachment that Tammany Hall 
coercion brought about the impeach- 
ment, of Mr. Sulzer. ' 

The serious condition of Mrs. Sulzer 
necessitated the recall of Dr. Robert 
Abrahams from New York. No official 
bulletin was forthcoming from the ex 
ecutlve mansion concerning Mrs. Sul 
zer, but an afterrnxm bulletla, dletated 
by Dr. Abrahams after he had learned 
of the patient's condition over the tel- 
phOne, stated that she was "still in a 
precarious condition," with a temp«« 
ture of 102 and pulse 118.

Special Machinery of a Distinct Mettl- 
ed Must Be Provided to Help 
Farmers In Need. 

Washington, Aug. 14. — The follow- 
ing statement was issued at the 

White House embodying the views of 
President Wilson on rural credits: 

"Again and again during the dis- 
cussloin of the currency bill it has 
been urged that- special provision 
should be^made in it for the facilitat- 
ing of such credits of the farmers of 
the country who stand In need of 
agricultural credit!) as distinguished 
from ordinary commercial and indus- 
trial credits. Such proposals were 
not adopted because such credits 
could only be imperfectly provided 
for in Euch a measure. The scope and 
ch^ipacter of the bill, its Immediate 
ssid chief purpose eould not. .be .made 
to reach as far as the spedid inter* 
ests of the farmer require. 

"Special machinery of a distinct 
system of banking must be provided 
for if rural credits are to be success- 
fully and adequately supplied. A gov- 
ernment commissicm is now in Eu- 
rope studying the interesting and 
highly successful methods which have 
been eniployed in several countries 
of the old world -and Its report will 
be made to congress at its regular 
session next winter. It Is confidently 
to be expected that the congress will 
at that session act. upon the recom- 
mendations of that report and estab- 
lish a complete and adequate system 
of rural credits. There is no subject 
mors important tc> the welfare and 
industrial development of the United 
States; there is no reform in which 
would myself seek a greater honor 
or privilege to take part, because I 
should feel that it was a service to 
the old country of the first magnitude 
and slgnlflcahce. Ft should have ac- 
companied and gene hand in hand 
with reform of our banking and cur- 
rency system if we had been ready 
to act wisely and with full knowledge 
of what we Were about." 



Regulation Going Into Effect This Fall 
is Claimed to Be a Discrimination 
Against Kentucky.

Frankfort.— Members of the Ken- 
tucky State Rating Board visited Chi- 
cago Cbr a conference with the com- 
paniea ^ its new tobacco schedule 
and <^ fhe proposed classification of 
experience. The actuarial bureau is 
now going over the tobacco schedule 
to determine how much of a reduction 
it involves, and it is probable that it 
will show a much greater reduction 
than Is regarded as justifiable in view 
of the heavy loss ratio on Kentucky 
business in general. The actuary of 
the board estimates that the new to- 
bacco schedule will make a reduction 
of from 40 to 46 per cent on brick 
loose leaf warehouses and from 23 to 
33 per cent on their contents, and of 
from 15 to 27 per cent on frame loose 
leaf warehouses and 15 to 21 per cent 
on the contents. The companies have 
thirty days under the' law within which 
to protect the rates. 

The comitanies assert that if the 
Kentucky board Is to pick out the im- 
portant profitable classes and reduce 
rates on them and then not permit any 
Increases on the unprofitable classes, 
which is regarded as certain under 
present political conditions, the loss 
ratio in the state will continue to 
mount. That this is the probable pol- 
icy of the board was shown by its de- 
mand for classification figures made 
several months a{^, on which jaction 
was deferred until this time. It "asked

typical product of the Kentucky 
mountains if a movement set on 
foot by chmreh people and mountain 
evangelists and appFoved by the State 
Department of Agriculture meets with 
the success anticipated. Markets ar3 
not accessible for the mountain fruits* 
which grow in abundance ajad great 
variety. Consequently, much of it 
goes^ to waste, and in times past more^ 
of it has been converted into brandy. 
Next year it is proposed to make a 
thorough canvass of the mountain 
country in the interest of the girls* 
canning clubs. Commissioner New- 
man said he intends touring portions 
of Eastern Kentucky this fall after the 
State Fair, and Mrs. Helen Wolcott, 
who is in charge of the camping club 
work acd has spoken at institutes in 
that section, probably will go along.

Seek Pardon Before Trial. 

What appears to be a peculiarly un- 
fortunate case from Shelby county 
was laid before Gov. McCreary in a 
petition for executive clemency for 
Emmet Scearce, a membw of one of 
the most prominent families in the 
county, who is under indictment, ac- 
cording to the statement in the peti- 
tion, which is supported by Circuit 
Judge Charles Marshall, Common- 
wealth's Attorney Charles H. Sanford 
and Roy Smith, who would be called 
upon to act as prosecuting witnetis, 
young Scearce was just recovering 
from a long period of severe illness 
attended with fever and had not fuiIy 
regained his normal meutsJity, when 
he drove Smith's horse away. The 
horse was returned; Smith made no 
effort to prosecute the boy, and every- 
one thought the incident was closed 
when the grand jury indicted Scearce. 
The officials and Smith desire not to 
embarrass Scearce by trial or to retire 
the case and leave it pending against 
him; so they united in a petition ask- 
ing Gov. McCrewy to pard<w Scearce 
before trial.

Drought Affecting Bualnesa. 

Millions of dollars have been lost to 
the farmers of Central , Kentucky by 
the drought which has prevailed since 
July L There has not been a general 
rain and but few showers, which were 
accompanied by the destructive winds 
and hail, since the first of July. 
Fanners, believing that sheep could 
exist with less water than beeves, 
shipped their beeves to the market 
and kept the sheep. The ptmds u*e 
dry and the springs have disappeared 
in many sections, and as a result Com- 
missioner of Agriculture Is reo^viag 
reports that many sheep are djing. 
-The pastures are parched and in some 
localities almost detroyed. Commis- 
sioner Newman eaUmatef that the loss 
to the hurley tobacco growers In Cen- 
tral Kentucky and the adjoining coun- 
ties will not be less than $10,000,000; 
that the com crop, which w'as |8O,06i0,-> 
000 last year, may be cut in two, and 
iu some casos the loss will be 80 per 
cent. The wheat crop suffered great- 
ly and returned a loss of 25 'per -cent.

Containers for exam- 
ining excreta for hookworm have been 
sent to every physician and school- 
liouse to be 4iBtri%ated free. And it 
ip. urged that every man, woman and 
child send or bring a specimen to these 
points. A dispensary will be oi^ened 
with two trained microscopists present 
to make examinations, aud those need- 
ing treatment may receive it if they 
Vish either from tb^se doctors or the 
Canuly physician. 



CAMP MEETING GROUNDS PASS. 



Sebree, Ky. — The Cascade camp 
meeting grounds, a tapovs old place 
located one-half mile south of this 
place, near the Sebree Springs, which, 
has beeii the property of the Meth- 
odist church. South, for 82 yeans, pass- 
ed from the control of the church 
when the property, i^as sold to M. L. 
Walker, of this place, for |4B0. Prom 
5,000 to 100,000 persons used to gather 
each Sunday during th^ meeting. 
There was. at that time about 40 sum- 
mer homes on the grounds and many 
people camped there «aach summer dur- 
ing, the revival raeettcg. About three 
years ago a foi«8t ^re swept the 
grounds, burning the large pavilion 
ahd about 86 of die cottages and no 
effort was made to restore thiem.

Leslie and parts of Efreathitt. It was 
first thought the' main hospital would 
be located at Hindman, but the doctor 
gave it as his opinion that . only 
branches would be established at Hind- 
man and the main institution l|^e at 
Hazard. 



COL. WALTON MAKES CHANGE. 



FALLS IN KETFLE OF BURGOO. 



Lexington, Ky. — Falling head fore- 
ma^t into a kettle of burgoo at the 
Bluegrass Fair grounds, Nat Gist, of 
248 East Main street, was almost 
Uterally cooked to the bone over all 
of his body except the left leg, which 
was immersed, and after lingering in 
great agony, died from fats injuries. 
The kettle of burgoo was in a hole in 
the ground over a blazing fire, the 
top of the kettle being nearly level 
with the ground. Gisfs duties re- 
quired him ic. keep the burgoo 
thoroughly stirred, and in passing 
around the kettle one foot slipped 
backward on the mud caused by the 
rain, and he plunged head foremost 
into the boiling kettle. The kettle was 
an enormous vessel, and Gist's head 
and body with the exception of one 
I^tvWhich hung on the side, were im- 
mersed in the. hoiUng soup. . 



HISTORIC BUILDING RAZED. 



Danville, Ky. — ^An old landmark of 
Boyle county was destroyed when the 
workhouse building was razed. This 
structure wasfone of ' tl>e oddest in tfie 
cbontn haviig been constructed for 
jail pt^-poses. Throughout the Civil 
War the prlsoc was used as a CJonfed- 
erate prison and for a long period 
thereafter it was the workhouse, 
owned jointly by the county and city. 

The place was compared to "The 
Black Hole ol Calcutta," by former 
Qov. Augustus E. Willson, on account 
of its unsanitary and generally 
wretched condition. It was later con- 
demned by the grand jury and a new 
worUipuse is now under the, course of 
construction in Fourth street. A new 
city hall is being built pn ti\e site of 
the old workhouse. 



Lexington, Ky.— Col. W. P. Walton 
on Monday took editorial charge of the 
Richmond Climax, succeeding his 
brother, E. C. Walton, who has retired 
frcim that paper to return to Orlando, 
Fla., where he has formed a partner- 
ship with George C. KelJer, formerly of 
this city, in the publication of the 
Daily Repoter-Star.

bsiington. Ky,--About 150 veterina- 
rians, hog breeders and farmers . at- ■ 
tended a demonstration of tte use of 
hog cholera serum, which was given at 
the Kentucky Agricultural Experiment 
Station. The visitors were shown the 
process by which the hogs at the lab- 
oratory are. inocuhtted with the cholera 
virus, and the suouessive steps in Inoc- 
ulating other hogs for hyper-iramuuity, 
aud the method e>f obtaining the pre- 
ventive serum. Tlje metitod of testing, 
bottling and ship:^Ulg were explained 
aiid the records of. the station also ex- 
plained to . show tl;e thoroughness with 
which the station seeks to make cer- 
tain of the effectiveness of the prod- 
uct Following the demonstratloh. Dr. 
L.W. McElyea, r»r. Robert Graham; 
Prof. E. S. Goode and Ptot J. H. Kas- 
tle, director of the station, spoke,' ex- 
plaining in /detail the methods of in- 
oculation, the effect of the serum, 
methods of handling it and the neces- 
sity for having it generally used if 
hog cholera is to he eliminated. J. W. 
Newman, State Ccmmissioner of.JLgri- 
culture, made a talk in which he ex- 
pressed h^s hearty interest in ihe work 
of extending the use of the. serum. A 
general discussion of the (various ques- 
tions relating' to the serum and its 
use was had, in which a number of 
prominent hog. breeders, and fikrmers 
took part The officers of the experi- 
ment station stated chat the work of 
other states is being closely watched, 
but that so-called discoveries in other 
localities were carefully checked here, 
and Were frequently found to be less 
valuable than the practices worked out 
to meet local conditions and climatco 
by the Kentucky station. Farmers 
who have used Ke:itucky sera and the 
product of other state laboratories say 
that the serum produced at the Lex- 
ington station is as satisfactory as 
any other.

FATHER OF AUTHOR HONORED. 



Paris, Ky. — ^A monument in the 
shape of an everflowing fountain has 
been erected over the grave of Prof. 
Fox. father of John Pox, Jr.. the noted 
Kentucky novelist, in the Paris ceme- 
tery. The fountain was erected by 
the children - of Prof. Fox, who died 
about a year ago at his home in Big 
Stone Gap, Va. Prof. Pox was a lover 
of nature, especially birds, and it 
seems appropriate that the hundreds 
of these feathered friends may find 
refreshment at the spot where their 
friend in life sleeps his last long sleep. 
The constantly falling water has made 
the spot where the fountain stands 
one of refreshing beauty. 



Danville, Ky.— Concerted efforts 
among the sportsmen of Boyle, Mer- 
cer, Lincoln and Casey counties to 
protect all kinds of game are bearing 
fruit. District Warden J. M. Bailey 
was in Casey county last week effect- 
ing an orgajilzatlon for the protection 
of fish and game. The other counties 
have already been thoroughly organ- 
ized. Over iseventy-five covies of 
birds have been located in Boyle coun- 
ty. Last winter during severe weather 
the hirds were fed. During the pres- 
ent drought they tiave been watered 
and the indicatigns are most favorable 
for a complete restocking of the fields. 
Dynamiting of flsL in Dix river has 
been reduced to the minimum. War- 
den Bailey has just destroyed three 
big fish traps in Dix river near where 
it empties into the Kentucky river at 
High Bridge.

The Psalm of praise (Ex. 15> is fol- 
lowed by the sorrows of sin. After 
leaving the bitter waters of Marah 
(1&: 23-26) the Israelites encamped for 
a time at Elim (v. 27). They then en- 
tered the wilderness of sin (16:1). 
TUs name is certainly suggestive for 
it was the sin of unl>elief that lay be- 
hind their murmurings. 

I. Despair, w. 2, 3. We sometimes 
censure the Israelites for their com- 
plainij^ within a month after their 
miraralons deHveranee from the Red 
Sea, but if we examine ourselves 

'. closely we will not be surprised at 
{ their lack of faith nor at the Savior's 
' delight when he discovered faith 
' (Luke 7:9). Their song. Chapter 15, 
of deliverance has scarcely died on 
their lips when a new danger con- 
fronts them, viz., that of priv.nt;Gn. 
How many today fail at just this point, 
and think only of the "flesh-pots." 
They complained more over the priva- 
tions of God's service than over the 
slavery of Pharaoh, though as a mat- 
ter of fact the man in Egypt does not 
have "bread to the fnlL" John 4:13, 
Eccl. 1:8. Truly Moses and Aaron 
had a task on their hands for "the 
whole congregation murmured." They 
had to bear the brunt of it all for they 
were God's visible representatives 
(Ps. 69:9; Rom. 15:3). Human na- 
ture Is ever the same. Rather to die 
by the hand of Pharaoh with a full 
stomach than to Uve in a : freedom 
which was accomplished by any priva- 
tlors. The trouble was that having 
everything done for them they lacked 
that moral backbone, that fixedness of 
purpose, which a great principle In- 
spires and moves men to suffer and to 
OTSreom^. The life of slavery in Egypt 
liad made the Israelites cravW. 
God's Answer. 

II. Deliverance, w. 4>10. God an- 
swered their grumbling with a most 
gracious promise. He met their bitter 
cry with a bounteous provision of 
bread. That they might know it was 
he who provided, God said "I will rain 
bread from heaven." But to guard 
against oriental improvidence or ex- 
cess, they were directed to gather a 
day's portion for the day (v. 4 marg.) 
This provision was also to be a test 
to see if they would obey him, "walk 
in my law, or no." Some of them 
failed at the very first, and that which 
they attempted to keep over spoiled, 
see w. 19, 20. To hoard is to lose, to 
use is to increase, Prov. 11:24, 25. 
To hoard wealth, whether it be tem- 
poral or spiritual. Is to distrust God, 
and it was this very distrust which 
God was combating. !t was a super- 
natural gift and was a type of Christ. 
John 6:31-33, 35. Tho manna sustain- 
ed life for a day at a time; he, Christ, 
sustains forever, John .6:68. Notice, 
God did not place the manna in their 
mouths, each must gather, appro* 
priate, for himself, so also must they 
who feed on the bread of life, Christ 
Jesus, and as they were to gather 
daily, BO also must we feed anew 
each day on Jesus, Matt ft: 11. 

Visible Proof. 
That the Israelites might realize 
fully that Moses and Aaron were not 
working some trick of necromancy, or 
taking advantage of some botanical or 
ornithological knowledge of the covm- 
try, God revealed ,to all, at the break 
of day, his glory, v. 10; and that their 
descendants might see and know of 
God's marvelous goodness and deliv- 
erance, thejr-Hwere commanded to fill 
a vessel with manna as a visible con- 
vincing proof (v. 32). Nor did tliia 
supply fall as Ipng aa it was needful. 
V. 35, Phil. 4:19. 

III. Delight, w. 11-16. What emo- 
tions must have filled the hearts of 
the Israelites when at evening thef 
beheld the quails and in the morning 
the manna. The mighty God who 
brought them out of Egypt h^ again 
shown bis power. The manna was to 
teach them that "man does not live 
by bread alone but by every word that 
proeeedeth out^of the mouth of the 
Lord," Deut.8:2, 3. Do not lose time 
speculating upon what the manna was 
like, simphr read tv. 14-37- and Num. 
11:7, 8. Strangely enough not all 
were satisfied with the bread frcm 
heaven (Num. 21:6) but they had to 
eat it or die. Some cried out for the 
food of Egypt, (Num. 11:5, 6) even aa 
today some who profess to be Chris- 
tians are not satisfied with Christ As 
against these feelings of delight there 
jnust have been a sense of rebuke (v. 
9) when God through AaroiL com- 
manded the Israelites to "bfifcft near 
before the Lord." 

* IV. The Teaching. The gift of the 
manna taught ihe Israelites that they 
must depend upon God. Man not only 
needs spiritual relationship but mate- 
rial sustenance for the maintenance 
of his life. 

The wor4s of the golden text were 
sjwken in connection with our Lord's 
feeding the multitude. He is able to 
provide for the physical, and also to 
satisfy the deepest spiritual needs 
all who put their trust In him. 

"It is usually not so much th«l 
greatness of oi»r trouble as the little- 
ness of our spirits which »ak«a 
complain."

As man is seen 
In the mass, how 
ln«ignlflcaiit' ^e 
lif What is one 

among the four 
hundred million 
Chinese ?~ Wheat 1* 
one man of the 
billion and a half 
of - the human 
race? From those 
standpoints man 
has no more aig- 
niflcanoe than the 
tnsects that can 
hardly be seen 
with the naked 
eye. The most of 
us drop out of life and not a ripple of 
Interest is created on the surface of 
•ode^. On the otlier hand as we 
look at man as he is seen in his real 
being, as ho is represented to us in 
the scriptures, how great does he ap- 
pear! Only a little lower than the 
angels, crowned with honor and glory, 
and given dominion over the creatures. 
An old poet has very well expressed 
our thought to this way: 

"An heir of glory! frail child of dust! 
Helpless, Immortal! insect Infinite! 
A worm! a rod! I tremble at mymtU. 
And In myself am lost." 

Or, as Pascal has said: "The gran- 
deur of littleness, the excellence of 
oomiption, the majesty of meanness 
of man." 

We must keep In mind that the 
qtiestioii is. What is man that thou 
art mindful of him? It is God that 
is in mind here, his estimate of man. 
In the first placs man is mortal, that 
is, he is like all beings composed of 
flesh, bones and blood; he is bom, he 
llTas. he dies. Now U that wars all 
could we say that Ood has put his 
mind upon him? What has God done 
for man as an animal? If man would 
obey God's .laars would bo not be 
stronger, more oomely In person, 
would he not be better housed, have 
more beautiful and pleasant surround- 
iBgsT 

Bnt man is a moral being, and here 
we ara ap^oaching the Image of Ood. 
Here we may indtade In the likenees 

of God the intellect also. As a moral 
being man is accountable to God. 
Here is also the realm of conscience, 
the capacity of distinguishing between 
right and wrong. And here we may 
find that the thoughtfulness of God 
receires emphasis. Every provision 
Is made for man's moral perfection. 
If a confiicu arises between the mere- 
ly physical and the moral, the moral 
Is preferred, and rightly so, because it 
Is in this that the relationship be- 
tween God and man is more clearly 
ehown. Brery man has a conscience 
unless Indeed he may have put it to 
death by his own neglect or abuse of 
it And God does not leave man with 
the capacity of distinguishing between 
light and wrong without a criterion 
of right, at d we have the Bible. We 
have. too. the advantages that come 
from association with men and women 
of high moral character, and we have 
the immaculate life of Jesus Christ, 
which a late writer has spoken of in 
the term, "the moral glory of Jesus 
Christ" 

But we must recognize likewise in 
a quality that lifts him still nearer to 
God, and realize his spiritual relation- 
ship to God. It is helpful to many in 
Studying the constitution of man, to 
look on him as composed of three 
parts, body, soul and spirit, the latter 



Christian's Hidden Life. 
A <3hri8tlan possesses a life in com- 
mon with all other men, and another 
life in common with all other Chris- 
tians and with God. While it can be 
said of the whole human family, "In 
him we live and move and have our 
being," it can be said of the Chris- 
tian only, "Your life is hid with Christ 
in God." The life of the Christian is 
distinguished by its pure spirituality, 
and is of such a refined and sancti- 
fied nature that without this, it can- 
not be supposed to exist. The proper^ 
ties of the Christian's life are such 
that everything that is not Christlike 
is forever excluded from being ranked 
with it This life has its origin in 
God, hence it is hidden.

In Handling, Marketing and Shipping 
TlH^ .^Should Not Be Exposed to 
' OnTufMa and teuid Be 
Properly Protected.

Tne common cmises of loss may be 
classed undw several heads: Small 
eggs, dirty eggs, breakage, shrunken 
and rotten eggs, moldy and fiavored 
eggs. Bg|^ must weig^ tiro ounces 
or over to be classed as No. 1. Lde^t- 
er eggs should be consumed on the 
farm, rather than be sold at a re>^ 
dnced price. Like eggs too small. 
egg|B abnormally large or misshaped 
BhonM be used at home, for such will 
be easily crushed in the case, and 
are always classed as "seconds." 
— ^boBl five eggs ont of each hun- 
dred marketed are classed as "dir-

ties." These are stained, smeared, 
muddy, or covered with filth. The 
odor of whatever soils the egg will 
soon penetrate the shell gnd flavor 
the contents. Market eggs should 
never be washed, as they take odors 
more rapidly and soon are stale. Eggs 
may be washed, however, fbr use at 
home. Bggs carried to m&HMt in 
bran are generally classed as "dir- 
ties." The bran adheres to the 
Shell, and la dlfflenlt to remoTtt. 

It is estimated that eight per cent 
of the eggs are broken in inovlaK' 
from producer to eOnavmer. Cheek- 
ed, dented or leaking eggs soon sour, 
and must be aariteted at greatly re- 
duced prieee. If cheeked or broken 
on the way to market, they should be 
taken home for use In the family. 

Bggs should bfr gathered often «ad 
kept In a cool, dry place until the 
first opportunity for marketing. 
Broody hens should be taken from 
the nests at once, and confined by 
themselves, unless needed for hatch- 
ing purposes. After the hatching sea- 
son is over, all rooaters should be 
sold or confined, and not allowed to 
run with the laying flock during the 
summer. Hens will lay more eggs, 
and be in better health WlthtMrt the 
male birds. Infertile eggs are far su- 
perior for preswvlng, shipping and 
storing: 

Sixty-five per cent of the contents 
of a fresh egg is vrater; and because 
of a porous shell this evaporatea rap- 
idly under most conditions, resulting 
in loss of weight and value. As soon 
as the newly-laid egg cools, sin idr> 
cell appears, which increases in size 
as. the contents shrink from evapora- 
tion. Shrunken eggs may be- detect- 
ed by "candling." or by gently shak- 
ing when held to the ear. When the 
"gurgle" of the contents is distinct, 
the egg is questionable. The mem- 
brane of such eggs is often ruptured 
in handling and shipping, resulting in 
"frothy" eggs, of poor quality. In 
the summer, eggs should receive the 
same care and consideration as sweet 
milk and cream, and be marketed 
daily, if possible; They should not be 
exposed to drau^^ts of warm air. 



OAT$ AND BARLEY STUBBLE 

Lmnd Should Be Flowed In Auntist to 
AUew Sufficient time f6r the 
Weeds to Ret. 

If the oats and barley land lit to be 
drilled to grain in the fnll, it stumld be 

plowed in August to give time tor the 
weeds to rot and the ground to settle. 
Bays a witter in ttm Bidtlmare Ameri- 
can. If the ground is dry and so hard 
as to make it impossible to plcw, put 
three horses in the sulky cultivator. A 
better Implement is the ateel eutaway 
disk. Set the teeth to run deep and 
cut the ground over. By harrowing 
the field lengthwise and then across, 
most of the weed a can be turned under 
and the hard surface broken up. mak- 
ing it much easier to plow as soon as 
the August rains set ia. The Htubble 
and weeds sbouid be plowed under and 
not burnt, as these, when rott^id, add 
to the fertOity of the soil and tend to 
make it capable of holding more mois- 
ture. Ixing stalk or strawy manure 
should either be spread evenly over 
the field and plowed under or vised as 
a top dressing after the grain Is 
drilled in. If the manure is rotted and 
fine, spread it on top of the plowed 
ground and harrow (t In aa soon aa 
spread. The quickest and most eco- 
nomical method is to use a spreader, 
as it caB then be apread eresly and 
just the right quantity to ths aero. 
One of the great advantages in the use 
of the aprdsder la in cutting np the 
lumps and strawy portions as it is be- 
ing spread. Two men with a two-horse 
spreaider will hanl aad spread more 
manure than four men will spread 
from wagon or cart. The manure 
should not be put out in little piles, but 
spread ^Urect from the wagon and har- 
rowed Into the top floil before It dries. 
There ia then no loss of fertUily.

rays of the sun and moisture, in 
handling, marketing and shipping. 

Moisture is the main cause of rot- 
ten eggs. Nests on the ground or 
in wet straw, together with damp eel 
lars and moist "fillers" In egg cases, 
are mainly responsible for this con 
dition. ' A fresh egg will absorb 
odors as rapidly as fresh milk. 
Mustiness or moldy growth in egg- 
cases or fillers will taint the egg and 
lower its quality. Eggs should not 
be stored in musty cellars, or in 
rooms with fruit, vegetables or fish. 
The chickens should never be allow- 
ed to drink filthy water, be fed musty 
grain or strong-flavored vegetables, 
aa onions and garlic, nor given access 
to decaying meatier substances that 
will flavor the product and <™ pe < T 
its quality. ,

stripe down the back. It lives over 
winter in aheltered places much the 
same.as chindi bugs and in tiie early 
spring lays its eggs in the alfalfa 
Stems. The larvae from these eggs 
do the damage by feeding upon- the 
buds for a period oi aboat six ireekn 
if unmolested. 

Control methods recoounended by 
the Utah station include keeping the 
alfalfa growing rapidly in the spring 
by disking or spring toothing; remov< 
ing the first crop as soon as serious 
injury occurs, followed with thcxvugh 
spring to6th and brush dragging, and 
rotation of alfalfa every four or five 
years. As with chinch bugs it is ad- 
visihle to keep oat of the way places 
clean of idieltering grass and rofuse 
and Beenring the co-operation of whole 
communities in fighting the pest. 



Horses for Deep Plowing. 

Deep plowing is essential to good 
farming to increase fertility and mois- 
turo for bettM* crope. Heavy draft 
horses, says the Live Stock Journal, 
are the first essential for deep plow- 
ing and big loads. Deep and shidlow 
plowing has had a long time con- 
troversy and tht) de^p plowing has 
won the victory for better farming 
by the scientific experts at the agricul- 
tural colleges, and farmers who have 
good draft-horse teams plow deep, 
and the farmers with- . light scrub 
teams must etill skim along and put 
up with light crops until they can get 
the heavy draft teams that can pull 
a big 16-inch plow down to the beam 
that win produce big crops. 



Cutting Cowpeas. 
Cowpeas may be cut with the mow- 
er, and after getting at least a full 
day's sun the vines are raked up and 
generally lie another d^y in the wind- 
row. They are then bonched tip in 
small bunches and after another day 
or two put into larger bunchea and 
let stand as Imig as weathrn* pemitar 
when they are^dmwn to the bam.

Don't forget to fix the fences. 'A 
trip around the pasture aud field 
fences now and then will often save 
trouble, strength, and the time of hay- 
ing to drive the cattle back into the 
pasturo. Animals axe t^tatoUt hmnan 
when it comes to going where some 
one does not want them. Remove the 
suggestion, therefore, by not allowing 
any sags ia the wire or any loose or 
decayed posts in the line. A well- 
kept fence is an indication of a gOod 
farmer.—C. P. Bull, Associate in Farm

The groeeryman peirformed the feat 
as follows in ten operations, which is 
the shortest method possible: He 
placed the nine-pound weight on one 
side of the scales and the five-pound 
on the other. Then he was enabled to 
weigh the difference between them, 
four pounds in sugar, which left. 16 
pounds in the large bag. Then be 
placed the nine pounds and five pounds 
together on one side of the scales and 
the 16 pounds of sugar on the other 
«lde. Out of the bag he was then able 
to weigh two pounds, leaving two 
pounds in the four pound bag. In eight 
more operations he pat the 16 pounds 
of sugar into two pound bags by using 
two pounds of sugar aa a two pound 
wdght

Is THERBjmy such thing as unbear- 
able trouble? Carl Hilty says there 
is: "One can bear all troubles but 
two — worry and sin." Now, it is 
well to realise that those two unbear- 
able troubles are unnecessary. Neither 
worry nor sin has to be continued. 
Both can be ended by the large draft 
on the sovereign goodness of Ood. 
which he is always ready to honor. As 
for other troubles, no one of them is 
unbearable. We are alwajra aui^rised 
to see how much we can bear. 

Most of us who seek to be -wise 
would not look ahead ten years it we 
could. It would b© impossible to bear 
the revelation of what will come to us 
in a decade. That would be putting 
the load of ten years on us in one 
day. In God's plan our experiences 
come to us gradually. Very few 
troubles come like lightning' out of a 
clear sky: There are always clouds, 
and before the bolt falls there are 
fiashes enough to prepare us some- 
what for the shoek. The cross is not 
laid upon our shoulders full weight at 
once. Rather, it comes down so slow- 
ly that those who must carry it can 
accommodate themselves to the load. 
God tempers the wind to the shorn 
lamb, so that It dm stand the next 
wind. A shorn lamb never stays 
shorn. The vital forces begin at once 
to prepare it for the cold of the next 
winter. It is In part this gradualness 
of Ctod's dealing with us that makes 
trouble bearable. 

There is much help also in settling 
down quietly to the assurance that 
we are never to be broken by our 
troubles. There is no way of escap' 
ing them. It Is not meant that we 
should be untroubled in this sense of 
the word. But it is aaaured that the 
wise hand that lets trouble come to 
us is also a strengthening hand that 
sustains us in trouble. It will bear 
saying over and over, that there is no 
promise to keep us from passing 
through the waters. The only promise 
is that they shall not overflow us. We 
are not told that we shall not P^^s 
through the flames, but only that they 
shall not kindle upon us. When we 
are told to cast our burden upon the 
Lord. It la' not said that he will take 
the burden away, but only that he 
will sustain us. We may go our way 
bearing the burden, bat ve than- not 
fall under it while we count it his bur- 
den given to us. 

Nothing Ever Unbearable. 

There is then no unbearable trouble 
which cannot be avoided. There are 
troubles that strain us to the utmost, 

and that we would say beforehand 
could not be borne. They do not fall 
on us unawares, however. If we have 

not expected them, we have a right to 
realize that God knew they were com- 
ing; God is never taken unawares. 
If he was the only one who could fore- 
see them, then we have especial right 
to expect him to brace us to bear 
them. We could not be ready, there- 
fore he must help ua, unready. Most 
of us remember in driving through the 
country that a hill always looks steep- 
er from across the valley than Jt 
proves when we come to its base and 
begin the ascent Most of our troubles 
look far more serious to us ahead 
then they prove to be when we come 
to them. Sometimes we do not come 
to them at all; our road turns aside 
before we come to the steep hill. 
Sometimes we come to them just as 
we expected, but we always take them 
inch by inch, and we go our way 
through them in a strength which 
proves sufficient. 

As our days our strength proves. 
We do not have strengrth for a decade 
today, but by the end of the decade a 
decade's strength has- been doled out 
to us. There is nothing to fear in the 
future. There is not water there 
deep enough to drown us, and no fire 
hot enough to bum us, and no burden 
heavy enough to crush us, because as 
we go into the future. Christ will be 
by us and bring ns safely through. 
We could not bear the troubles, but 
he and w ^ can bear them all. 

"His Voice Will Be Obey." 

"The Lord our God will we serve, 
and his voice will we obey." Here, 
was a definite decision. Our peril is 
that we spend our life in wavering 
and we never decide. We are like a 
Jury which is always hearing evi- 
dence and never gives a verdict. W© 
do much thinking, but we never make 
up our minds. Life has no crisis, no 
culmination. 

Now people who never decide spend 
their days in hoping to do so. But 
this kind of life becomes a vagrancy 
and not a no61e and illumined crusade. 
We drift through our days, we do 
not stec/*, and we never arrive at 
any rich and stately haven. 

It is therefore vitally wise 'make 
a vow unto the Lord." It Is good to 
pull our loose thinking together and 
to "gird up the loins of the mind." Let 
U stand out in his experience as a 
mountain peak from the plain, and 
let the act. abide in his retrospect as 
the most momentous choice In his Ufa

The 
real lovers of horse flesh still evince 
a lively sentiment regarding their 
equine f^end. and this sentiment ex- 
eloits itnelf in a practical way by good 
prices lor the first class Ught har- 
ness horse, or roadater. 

Style, speed, 'ctmformation and dl»- 
position are the firm cai-dinal requis- 
ites of a hli^-claas light, harness 
horse, every quality above mentioned 
is a necessary one and in order as 
mentioned. Without these four ac- 
complishments an animal of the road- 
sted class cannot iiommand the top- 
notch price on the market, so it is 
greatly to the advantage of the farm- 
er, who at the same time Is a breed- 
er, to remember these requisites. It 
may be safely said that without style 
the light hamesa hoiW does not elicit 
admiration, that without speed he 
cannot "keep pace with the times" 
that without beauty of appearance or 
conformation he will not set off hand- 
some trappings and equipage — and 
lastly that lacking a docile disposi- 
tion he is practically useless for the 
purpose for which he la meant 

No animal used by man needs to 
be so carefully handled and trained 
as the roadster. Am* oftentlmea he la 
driven by women and children there- 
fore upon his doclllt;- depends the 
saMy ot their Uvea. 

In these da3'8 of horse terriflers — 
such as motor-cars, bicytles, traction 
engines and the like, a horse must be 
thoroughly broken to be sold as safe, 
or "lady broke." He must be fearless 
aa far as all ordinary objects are con- 
cerned, yet he must be imbued with 
the proper ainount of spirit when oc- 
casion (!einand8. 

As .it is a conceded fact among 
horsemen that the American trotter 
is the fastest light harness horse in

Each year the poulterer better un- 
derstands the care of poultry, knows 
their wants and has discovered how to 
keep them comfortjible. The comfort- 
able hens are the ones that do the 
laying. 

About thirty years; ago when poultry 
farming was young, as a business, a 
cry arose that it would not be long 
before there would be such a surplus 
of stock that prices would go tumbling, 
but notwithstanding that there are 
ten successful plants today to every 
one thirty years ago and the demand 
QOt'hair reached! - ■ 

With the increase of supply came 
the increase of demand and today we 
are no nearer meeting the demand 
than we ever were. 

However, there is a change in the 
market which must not be lost sight 
of. Almost anything in the poultry 
line eellB, but the choicest prices fre 
alone given to the "fancy goods." 
' The word "fancy" implies more 
than appearance. It means also qual- 
ity. Poultry and egg buyers are be- 
coming particular, but they are willing 
to pay tor their goods. If they want 
the brown eggs they will not take 
white, i.nd If they prefer tl^e white 
the brown ones offer no temptation. 
The market today demands choice, 
plump, fresh stock. Have you got it? 
If so, th9 market is waiting for you. 

We h^ve today quite a number of 
breeds, and all, to a certain extent, are 
practical. But they will not, any one 
of them, fill all the purposes, therefore, 
it is necessary. for a man to select only 
such breeds aa will best serve his 
customers. 

Of this entire list of breeds iM>ne 
will meet the demands of .A.merlc«ns 
so satisi^torily as do the American 
vorletiet and in this class the most 
popular are the Wyandottes, the Ply- 
mouth Ilocks. with the Rhode Island 
Reds c'osely following. Also our 
American strains of Light Brahmas 
and Leghorns. 

The Brahmas belong to the Asiatic 
class aa a breed, but th** Light Brahma 
as bred by our people is so different 
from that brod in England that one 
would hardly irappose them to be of 
the same family. This is also true of 
the Leghoma. which betong to the 



that the fanner who wants to raise 

light harness horses will choose a 
trotting bred sire, and a dam in whose 
veins flows a generous infusion of 
their trotting or thoroughbred (run- 
ning blood). This line of breeding 
should bring desired results in the 
way of colts which will later on de- 
velop into road horses of a high 
type. 

There are some families of trotters 
remarkable for their beauty of ap- 
pearance and sjrmmetry of form indi- 
viduals mal^ng styllidi single driv- 
ers, while many handsome carriage 
teams are of the standard trotting 
blood. Then again there are families 
of thoroughbreds that comUne beau- 
ty with speed, and also show consid- 
erable speed at the trot. 

The writer well remembers a race 
horse, strictly thoroughbred, who In 
doing his work, under the saddle 
would trot a mile in 3:06 and he was 
a good race horse at thaL The late 
Senator Leland Stanford of California 
laised many great trotters (as all 
horsemen know) by breeding his 
great stallion Electioneer to mares 
that are practically thoroo^bred. So 
It goes, running and trotting blood 
makes a trotter, and a trotter must 
necessarily be a good roadster even 
if he is never put into regular train- 
ing. 

We will suppose that a farmer has 

a pair of light harness horses that he 
has raised, breeding, style, conforma- 
tion, education anil speed are up to 
the standard. This pair will perform 
well In single and double hamesa 
now if the breeder wants to sell 
from ICOO to $800, may be a little 
more, could bo naked and re- 
ceived. 

The writer feels assured that the 
above figures are not extravagant In 
the least, as the demand for a high 
type of light harness horse is very 
good, but horses of thia chus must 
come up to the regnlrementa of the 
trade. 



SELECTING AND 

PREPARING SOILS 

Good Supply of Decomposable 
Organic Matter Helps Bacter- 
ial Action of Plant 



Many people make the fatal mis- 
take , of expecting alfalfa to do well 
on soils that are not fit properly to 
produce any kind of crop, says Bul- 
letin 36 of the Purdue university (In- 
diana) station. There la just as much 
need of care In selecting and preparing 
soils for alfalfa as for any other crop 
and probably more, because of its 
deep rooting habits and large plant 
food requirements. 

Deep, loamy soils with open sub- 
aoHa are undoubtedly best for alfalfa, 
but there is plenty of evidence to 
show that it may be successfully pro- 
duced on almost any type of soli, 
from light sandy or gravelly loams 
and peats or mucks to heavy clays, 
provided that it Is well drained, 
sweet, and properly supplied with 
organic matter and available plant 
food. In 348 trials conducted by the 
Purdue station in recent years in co- 
operation with farmers throughout 
Indiana, 68 out of 83 clays, 167 out 
of 188 loams, and 69 out of 77 sandy 
soils gave satisfactory results. 

Many soils that at present are not 
fit for alfalfa culture may he made 
so by providing drainage facilities, 
correcting acidity, adding organic 
matter, or supplying needed plant 
food, according to the requirements. 
Good drainage is essential in order 
that the roots may go deep Into the 
soil. Hardpan must be broken up or 
avoided altogether. Soils that are 
sour may be made sweet by thorough 
drainage and the application of lime. 

A good supply of decomposable or- 
ganic matter in the sod helps the 
bacterial action in making plant 
food available, facilitates the inocu- 
lating process, and together with a 
good drainage prevents heaving in 
the spring. For . soils that are out of 
condition in this respect, a good way 
to supply organic matter if svUBcient 
manure is ,' not available Is to raise 
and, plow under a crop of cowpeas 
or some green manuring crqp before 
attempting to grow alfhifa. 

Peat and muck soils may be used 
for alfalfa if they are well drained 
and properly supplied with mineral 
plant food. Potash is nearly always 
lacking in these soils and often phos- 
phoric acid and lime must also be 
supplied. Soils that are subject to 
lloodinx are not 8»od for airuiw.

WAR Off UQUOR WORLD-WIDE 

Secretary of State Bryan Tells Union 
l.eague Club of Chicago of 
Temperance Work. 

"May we not appeal to the young 
men of this country to abstain from 
the use of aloohol. that their brains 

may be clear and their nerves steady 
for the battles of peace and progress 
that lie before ua!" 

These ringing words are part of a 
speech delivered by Secretary of 
Stato William J. Bryan— not before a 
temperance audience or a young peo- 
ple's society, but before the Union 
League club of Chicago, a oompaay of 
hard-headed business men. 

"In most of tha countries of Eu- 
rope." Mr. Bryan said, "you will find 
that the liquor question Is the moral 
question of paramount Importance. I 
was in northern Ireland some two 
years and a half ago and met the man 
who recognized what is known as the 
'Catch-Me-Pal' Total Abstinence so- 
ciety. It began with a meeting on the 
street between a minister and five 
drunken men. and one of them asked 
the minister to get the other four to 
sign the pledge. He Invited them to 
come to his house when they were 
sober and to sign, and they came, and 
when the five had aigned they went 
out and got five more, each man bring- 
ing back his pal, and five more sign- 
ed, and then the tqn went out and got 
ten more, and they organized this so- 
ciety, which, when I was there, had 
reached a membership of 120,000 and 
had changed the lives and habits ot 
whole communities. And a Belfast 
lady told me a story that was the out- 
growth of the work done by this so- 
ciety. She said that many drunkarda 
had been reformed and that a minis- 
ter, speaking to. the wife of one ot 
these reformed men. said: Tour home 
life must be more pleasant now. since 
your husband has quit drinking,' and 
she said: 'Oh, yeg. yes, he Is more 
like a friend now than a husband.* 
(Laughter.) And such a change can 
be accomplished and c4n take ^aeo 
tmder favorable circumstances. 

"Prance, one of the greatest wine 
producing countries in the world, has 
decided to teach in the schools tho 
effect of alcoholism on the system. 
But the most startling piece of news 
comes from Germany. Some two 
years ago the emperor, speaking to 
the naval cadets at Vevey, dared to 
attack what he described as the tradi- 
tional beer-drinking habits of his peo- 
ple. He told these young men that In 
any contests that might arise the 
country must depend upon them, and 
that it could not do so unless their 
brains were clear and their nerves 
steady, and then he warned them that 
alcohol would rob their brains of 
clearness and their nerves of steadi- 
ness, and in the name of the Father- 
laud he appealed to them to Join total 
abstinence Sodeties, and he held up 
for their own example the total ab- 
stinence societies of the British navy. 
And when I read this appeal of Ger- 
many's emperor to the young men of 
that country to be strong for war I 
asked myself: 'May we not appeal to 
the young men of this country to ab- 
stain from the use of alcohol, that 
their brains may be clear and their 
UMTes steady for the battles of peace 
and progress that lie before us!*" 



MONEY SPENT FOR UQUORS 

People Qf United States Paid $1,845r 
OOO/MX) for Beer, Wine and 
Whisky in One Year. 

According to the report of the Com- 
missioner ot Internal Revenue for 
1912, the money spent by the people 
of the country fot beer and whisky 
made In the United States was |1,- 
646.000.(K>0. About S200.(K>0.000 more 
was paid for imported beers and whis- 
kies and for wine, home-made and im- 
ported. This sum. 11,845,000,000, 
would carry .to successful completion 
four great enterprises like the Pana- 
ma canal. It would buy one-fifth of 
the produce of all the farms of the 
United States, the estimated value 
of which, for 1912. is $9,032,000,000. It 
would buy the entire 1912 corn crop 
of the couhtry, the biggest in our his- 
tory (estimated by Secretary Wilson 
as $l,75Sf.00O.00O). and leave $100,000.- 
000 to the good. 

These are facts the American cltl> 
zen would do well to ponder.

One thing which practically de- 
stroys the efficiency of the courts 
and which taints its judgments is 
the crime of perjury. This is 
praGtioed to an alarming extent 
throughout the Coonmonwealth. 
The judgment goes, not to the 
righteous side, but to the side 
that can muster the preponder- 
ance of evidence, although that 
evidence may be purdiased. The 
prompt maimer in which the Es- 
till Circuit Court has dealt with 
this class of witnesses, will have a 
wholesome effect throughout the 
Commonwealth. 

It should be tried out in Madi- 
son county. Perjury runs rife 
here as well as elsewhere. In the 
coming investigation by the grand 
jury of frauds and corrupt prac- 
tices in the recent election— to be 
more exact, the wholesale buying 
of votes by the candidates— will 
be farcical in the extreme, unless 
the grand jury, at the very outset, 
uidicts a few for perjury or false 
swearing before that body. And 
.gentlemen should have a fear, for 
no one knows where the lightning 
will strilce. l!hat something will 
happen is as sure as preaching, 
for if Judge Benton is able to hold 
the court (and God grant that he 
may be) he is compelled to make 
a thorough and painstakin.? in- 
vestigation of the recent primary. 
Not only is his word out as a 
gentleman, but his oath of ofiice 
and the statute law make him in- 
vestigate it. Those who know 
him best say that he is deeply in 
earnest and that he will be equal 
to the occasion and will fully 
meet the expectations of his 
friends and the law-alMdi|ig peo- 
ple tdl the county. The only way 
to escape the penalty of their 
wrong doing, is by the perjury 
route for self and friends. Take 
yourdioice, gentlemen, between 
a term in the penitentiary and 
disfrcmchisement for a tarn of 
years. You acted with open eyes. 
You stood at the switch and de- 
liberately threw yourself on the 
track of bribery when the warn- 
ing of the court was t)efore your 
eyes and its voice ringing in yoi«r 
ears. You deserve no sympathy 
and should receive none. The 
court should, and doubtless will, 
strike with a strong hand and a 
determined purpose to establish 
the taw which you trampled un- 
derfoot It wiii teadi you to re- 
spect the court for which you 
have shown so much contempt 

The terrific struggle is now on. 
Those who stand for honesty and 
integrity and who stand for the 
uptidlding of the courts and for 
the enforcement of law, miist 
stand together like a stone wall. 
The persons against whom they 
must contend will certainly stand 
together, and are a strong, deter- 
mined force, sufficient in numbers 
to almost paralyze the holy sanc- 
tuaries (tiie churches) of the 
county and to hush every voice 
raised against them. Everything 
known to the ingenuity of man 
will be resorted to by the guilty 
partiies and their allies to dpud 
tiie issue and to divert the pulb^c 
mind to other things. Every false 
issue that can be manufactured 
will be speedily and promptly put 
before the grand jury with the 
hope of consuming its time with 
fruitless bivestigations; alsowifli 
a view of creatmg a general alarm 
and bringing to their aid all who 
may fear an investigation of their 
conduct when they know in ad- 
vance that they will be confronted 
by witnesses bought for the occa- 
sion. This is but a brief sugges- 
tion of what may be expected to 



Again we say that the contest 
is on. There is no half-way 
ground. Either you stand for the 
enforcement of law or you are 
opposed to it If .you stand foir 
the Judge in his most commenda-

Washington's Intrenched pcfsltion on 
the hilla of Brooklyn, where quite half 
the American army lay. For a little 
space he waited till his brother. aA- 
miral Lord Howe, should oome to 
act with him in negotiation and ooBh 
mand. 

Lord Howa Offara Pardon. 

Lord Howe was authorized to offer 
pardon ft>r submission, and rery hon- 
orably used a raonth and more of 
good fighting time in learning that tha- 
cokmlata had no desir^ to be pardoor 
ed. *No doubt v e all need pardon 
frcMilileaven for our manifold sina and 
trani^pressions," was Gkyremor Tmm- 
buU'a Connecticut version of the gen- 
eral feeling, 'biit the American who 
needs the pardon of his Brltaanlo 
majesty is yet to be found." 

On the 22d of August, accordingly. 
General Howe put twenty thouaaud 
men ashore at Gravgaend Bay. " 
British Drive the Colonista. 

On the 27th, hia arrangementE for 
an oyerwhelming attack succeeding at 
erery point, he ditrre the flye Vban- 
sand Amnlcans thrown out to oppose 
him back into their works upon the 
heights, with a Iods of four hundred 
killed tmA wgnnded and a thoaawtd 
taken. 

Still mindful of. Bunker Hill, he 
would not storm the intrenelim«ita. to 
whioii Washington himaelf had 

brought reinforcements which swelled 
his strength upon the heights to ten 
thousand. He detormlaed, instead, to : 
draw lines of siege about them, and at 
his leisure take army, position, stores, 
and all. 

Washington Oecldea to Retraat. 

Washington, seeing at once what 
Itowe intended, and how possible It 
ms, decided to withdraw immediately. 

a fleet shoifid bo ta tfter r^r, 
and his retreat cut off. 

It was a masterly piece of work. 
The British^ co&mander was as mooh 
astonished 'to see Brooklyn Heights 
emvtj on the morning of Au^st 30 
as he had been to see Dorchester 
Heights occupied that memorable 
morning six months before. 

Washington had taken ten thousand 
men across that broad river, with all 
their stores and arms, in a single 
night, while a small guard kept up a 
shariT'flre from the breastworks, and 
no sound of the retreat reached the 
dull ears of the British sentries. 
Waahlngten's Army Demoralized. 
But the sharp fighting and bitter 
defeat ot the 27th had sadly, even 
shamefnity. demoralised Wariilngton's 
raw troops, and he knew he most 
withdraw from New York. 

Ail through September and a part of 
October he held what he could of the 
Island, fighting for it almost mile by 
mile withdrew — now cut to the 

quick aiid aflame with almost uncon- 
trollable anger" to see what cowards 
his men could be; again heartened tO 
see them .stand and hold their ground 
like men, erea in the open.

After such a Xilow there was nothing 
for it but to abandon the Hudson and 
retreat throm^' H»w Jenfey. 
' Dark Days ffor Patriots. 

His g^erais growing insubordi- 
^lAto. Washington oould not even col- 
lect bis divisions and unite his forces 
in retreat. His uaon deserted by the 
score; whole counpanies jmk their 
:Way homeward aa tbelr terms of en- 
listment expired with the closing of 
the year; barely lUiree thousand men 



remained with him bj^ tke time be' 
had reached PriaoeUm. 

Congress, In I1« frli^t, remoTcd to 
Baltimore, hundreds ol! persons hur- 
ried to tak^the oath at allegiance 
upon Howe's offer of pardon; and the 
British comandera deemed the rebel- 
lion at^an end. 

mey did aot uBderstaad Oe man 
they were fighting. 

When he had put the broad Dela- 
ware between tiis dwindling regiments 
and the British at Ills heels, he stop- 
ped, undaunted, to collect force and 
give his opponeats a taste of his 
quality. Such an ezigeikcy only stif- 
fened hta t«nper. and added a touch 
of daring to his spirit. 

Lae'a Fiaaco and Capture. 

Charlea Lee. Ida aeoofid in command, 
hoping to make some stroke for him- 
self upon the Hudson, had withheld 
tsiU half the army in a safe poet upon 
the river, in direct disobedience to 
orders, while the Brittsli drove Wash- 
ington southward through New Jer- 
sey; bat Lee was now happily in the 
hand of the enemy, taken at an un 
guarded tavern where he lodged, and 
most of the troops he had withdrawn 
f(mnd their wiy at last to Washing- 
ton l)eyond the Delaware. 

Desperate efforts at recruiting were 
made Washingt<m strained hia au- 
thority to the utmost to keep and 
equip his force, and excused himself 
to congress very nobly. "A charac- 
ter to lose." he said, "an estate to foi^ 
felt, the inestimable blessing of lib- 
erty at stake, and a Ufe devoted must 
be my excuse." 

What he Itlanned aad did won him 
a diaracter with his foes. 

Before * the year was out he bad 
collected six thousand taem, and was 
ready to strike a blow at the weak, 
extended line — Hessian mercenaries 
for the most part — which Howe had 
left^to hold the Delaware. 

On Chriatmas day Washington 
made his advance, and ordered a 
crossincto be made in'three dividlons, 
under cover of the night. Only his 
own division, twenty-ilve hundred 
strong, effected the passage. 

Twaa ten bomrS* pertikraa work to 
cross the storm-swept river in the 
pitchy darkness, amidst the hazards 
of floating ice. but not a man or a gun 
was lost. There was a nine miles' 
march through driving snow and sleet 
after the landing before Trenton could 
be reached, the point of attack, and 
two men were frozen to death as they 
went. 

Washington's Famous Order. 

General Sullivan sent word that the 
guns were wet: "Tell him ^ta use 
the bayonet." said Washington, "for 
the town must l>e. taken." 

.And it was taken — ih the early 
morning, at the point al the bayonet, 
with a lose Of but two or three men. 

The surprise was complete. 

Colonel Rahl, the commander of the 
place, was mortally Irovnded at the 
first onset, and nine hundred Hoasianrr 
surrendered at discretion. 

When be had gotten his ^aoners 
safe on the south side of the river, 
Washington once more advanced to 
oocnpy the town. 

Playa a Perilous Game. 

IC was a perilous place to be, 'no 
doubt, with the great unbridgcid 
stream behind him; but the enemy'u 
line- was everywhere brok«i. now that 
its center had been taken; bad 
been withdrawn from the rlvwr in 
haste, abahdming its cannon even an^ 
its baggage at Burlington; and Wash 
ington calmly dared to play the game 
he had planaed. 

I^ was not Howe who came to meet 
him, but the gallant Camwallis, no 
mean adversary, bri^gins eight tJiou- 
sand men. W^ashington let kim come 
all the way to Delaware without him. 
self Btirriag. except to put a small 
tributary stream between his m^*^^ 
the advancing ootumos; and the oon- 
Qdent Englishman went to bed that 
night exclaiming. "At Ltst we have 
ran down tlie^trid ftnc. and veH bag 
bim- la the morning."

New York. — Harry Kendall Thaw, 
' slayer of Stanford White, escaped 
from the Matteawan State Hos- 
pital for the Criminal Insane. 
Within an hour after his dash 
for liberty he had crossed the line di- 
viding the stAtes of New York and 
Ccmnectlcut, and he is beyond the 
reach of New York authorities. It is 
Itelleved that extradition is impossible 
and that Tka.w'n freedom is assured 
unless he is held for insanity in an- 
other staie and -committed to some 
asylum there. ? 

Thaw's escape was one of the most 
dramatic affairs of the kind ever re- 
corded. After darting past a gateman, 
who was admitting a inilkman to the 
Matteawan asylum grounds, he leaped 
into a taxicab standing just outside 
the wall. This was headed for the 
Connecticut state line, and the mo- 
ment that Thaw entered the chauffeur 
pnt on full speed and dashed away. 

Before a half mile had been covered 
by the taxicab it overtook a six- 
cylinder touring car that had been 
moving slowly, also toward the Con- 
necticut line. The taxicab slackened 
speed, and Thaw leaped out as the 
smaller mscUae drew alon^ide the 
» touring car. 

The door of the latter was open and 
Ttew leaped ahoArd. As the door 
slammed thi» auto speeded away at a 
rate of at least 80 miles an hour. The 
machine dashed through Stormville, N. 
Y., 14 miles frodv. tfiel asylum, without 
any diminution of speed, and accord- 1 
ing to late reports received by the 
^asylum authorities, crossed the Con- 
' necticut Mne in the vicinity of New 
Canaan, Ct. 

Dr. Raymond Charles Francis Kieb, 
snperintendant of Matteawan, believes 
that Thaw's escape was the result of 
a carefully planned and well-executed 
conspiracy with inside assistance. 

He received information a few hours 
after Thaw's escape that led him to 
believe thai the fugitive had been car- 
ried to a Connecticut seaport town, 
where a yacht had been waiting off 
shore to talse him aboard.

Dr. Kieb'%as appointed superintend- 
ent on June 6 of this year, succeeding;

Thaw. 

John N. Anhut. a young lawyer, is 
nowL serving a prison sentence for his 
participatioB in the bribery conspir- 
acy. 

Because of the ^wnditions under 

which he took office Dr. Kieb had 
taken extra precaution to prevent jusit 
what happened. He has ordered a rig- 
id investigation to determine just what 
attendants, if any, were involved in 
the successful plot to free Thaw. 

Since Thaw was sent to Matteawan, 
more than five years ago, his mother, 
Mrs. Mary Copley Thaw, of Pittsburg, 
has spent hundreds of thousands of 
dollars innkttempts to have him treed 
legally from restraint. The aged moth- 
er arrived In New York unexpectedly 
from her summer home at Chressbn, 
Penn.. and joined her daughter, Mrs. 
George Carnegie, who is stopping at 
the Gotham Hotel. 

Mrs. Thaw refused to say anything 
when news of her son's escape first 
renched the hotel, but Mrs. Carnegie 
was apparently greatly surprised. 

"My mother and' I had intended go- 
ing to the hospital to-morrow to see 
Harry," she said. "We knew nothing 
of his intentions, or have we any idea 
where he is or what he intends to do. 
It is a great surprise to us all." 

As soon as Bveljrn Nesbit Thaw 
heard of ter husband's escape she 
asked for protection. She declared she 
believed her life in danger, cand ac- 
cordingly she was given police protec- 
tion. She also being guarded by'a 
private detective hired by Arthur 
1 Hammersteln. This detective accom- 
panied her to and from the Victoria 
theater, where she is performing in 
vaudeville. 

William Travers Jerome, who, as 
district ' attorney, sent Thaw to the 
asylum, and, thereafter, successfully 
resisted all attempts of the young man 
to gain freedom, was told of Thaw's 
escape. He said that he would make 
no comment then, except that he was 
afraid that Thaw would attack him. 

Legal experts are practically agreed 
that Thaw is immune firom arrest so 
far as the murder of Stanford White 
^is concerned. Even if he were arrest- 
ed in another state on some pretext, it 
is not believed that he could be extra- 
dited. 

His case, if he keeps out of New 
York state, forms a striking parallel 
to that of John Armstrong Chanler, 
who was declared insane in New York, 
but escaped to Virginia, where he 
lives unmolested. He has changed 
the name ot Chanler to Chaloner, the 
old English spelling of the name. 

The New York City police were no- 
tified of Thaw's escape within half an 
hour after it occurred, and detectives 
and uniformed men were dispatched 
to all ferries, stations, piers and other 
public places, with instructions to 
watch for the fugitive. 

The official description sent here 
by telephone was: 

Height, 5 feet 11% inches; weiidit, 
166 pounds; brown, hair and eyes, and 
dark complexion.
